ROAD MEETING 

HELD HERE

At the meeting hold here last Friday 
and attinded by G. L.. •Ju , *ugaui, m.a^. 
A., Kohl. Englhli uud VV. u. Spence 
representing tbe Government, the pr¬ 
oblem of a gravelled road from Lth- 
biidge to Cardston, through Raymond 
and Magrath was gone into consider 
able but nothing absolutely definite 
decided upon. 

That those present wero in favor of 
the road was plainly shown. But 
since the petitions were circulated 
and signed ,the governmnt has expres 
r.cd the desire to add another township 
wgst of Spring Coulee to th area spec 
Hied in the petitions. This of course 
brings up several questions. 

In the first place, this additional 
territory will contain about one tenth 
of the road, but only about one fif¬ 
teenth of the land is situated therein, 
which means that the cost per mile 
will be proportionately higher over 
the remainder of the road. In tho 
second place, some land owners, in 
the north districts near the Sunshine 
Trail, felt that the burden was al¬ 
ready too much without any more 
being added. So there the question 
6tands. 

Of course, the government can go 
ahead and organize the Municipalities 
and include this extra township, hut 
It is likely that a littlo more canvass 
ing will be done. 

That the road will be built next 
yoar is the hope of everyone and it is 
thought that there will be little dif¬ 
ficulty encountered in including the 
additional township in the Municipal¬ 
ities if this additon&l territory will 
mean tho obtaining of a road bo badly 
needed and so valuable as a Leth¬ 
bridge Cardston gravelled highway 
Via Raymond and Magrath.
